We do not condemn such persons for 
this indifference to professional progres- 
sion, but we do think that school officers 
shuuM prefer the person who attend* 
teachers' meeting* regularly, and reads

growing as the world of loiters grow, to 
the person who is never seen ut these 
educational gatherings. 
Who are the 


teachers that are wide awake and full 
of enthusiasm for their work? 
Evi- 


dently not the careless one, but that 
one who is alive to his best interests, 
and to the advancement of the cause of 
education. To-day school officers can- 
not afford to throw away (he public 
funds on persons who have no love for 
the responsible position of teachers. 
Teachers who stand exactly in the same 
grade to-day that they did one or two 
or more years ago, are not such as Ma- 
con county demands to direct the young 
idea, or to lavish her public moneys 
upon, but the very persons who should 
be left out in the cold. 
Young teachers 


or persons. contemplating teaching, 
should look around and nee for them- 
selves who the persons arti that get the 
beat situations with the best salaries. 
Is it the teacher who keeps up with the 
times, or the one who stands still and 
makes no advancement? Evidently not 
the latter. 


We desire to say that no effort will 


be made to make a show in the coming 
institute, but every effort will be made 
to secure practical results from the 
work. 
The corps of instructors will 


probably be made up from home talent) 
hy uien and women who know the needs 
and wants of our home schools. Persons 
win) attend may expect to work, and 
nut have others to work tor them du- 
ring the entire session. 
At present 


writing the outlook for a good attend- 
ance is very flattering; nearly all the 
old teachers desiring to .attend.

The Season's Calamities IB Europe. 


From ih« Now Vork Times 


The calamities ot Central and East- 


ern Europe seem likely to be supple- 
mented b; a season ot dearth, conse- 
quent upon the unfavorable state of the 
cropa. 
The Spanish harvest, though it 


is not expected to c<|ual the average, is 
looking better than was first anticipated, 
and Sicil;, despite the recent devasta- 
ting eruption, also makes a tolerable 
show. 
On the other hand, Northern 


Italy is in a very unpromising condition 
from the recent floods, and the same 
causa has done much mischiet in Hun- 
gary likewise. 
Kussia, however, seems 


to be the most unfortunate. Along the 
whole northern coast of the Black sea, 
from the Prutli to tho Caucasus, com 
beetles and grasshoppers have made ter- 
rible havoc, their ravages being supple- 
mented by several of those terrific hail- 
storms which arc the curse of the Rus- 
sian corn-lands in Summer. 
The worst 


of'thise took place just ten years ago, 
in July, 1S69, destroying 11,000 acres 
of magnificent corn in two hours and a 
half. 
Many of the hail-stones were as 


large aa tennis-balls, and the noise of 
their fall wan like the distant beating of 
countless drums. 
In one place, tho 


bodies of a number of wild fowl wero 
found literally pounded into the earth; 
and two or three men who failed to find 
shelter were so badly bruised as to be 
completely disabled for the time being. 
Curiously enough, the storm appeared 
to strike in alternate swathes, one field 
being sometimes untouched, while the 
next was completely destroyed.
